An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Ms. Yunling Ren on 18 June 2008. 

Please amend claim 5 as follows: 
5. A method for evaluating a change in drug susceptibility of HIV, comprising: 

(i) collecting a sample from an HIV-infected patient; 

(ii) detecting in the sample a mutation T386A in the HIV reverse transcriptase region as 
compared to the wild-type HIV strain IIIB/LAI; 

(iii) determining susceptibility of the HIV to an HIV reverse transcriptase inhibitor in said 
sample; 

(iv) comparing drug susceptibility in said sample containing said mutation T386A with 
drug susceptibility in a sample containing a wild-type HIV reverse transcriptase; and 

(v) correlating the presence of said mutation of step (ii) to a change in susceptibility of 
HIV to said inhibitor. 

Claims 5 and 6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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1. The rejection of claims 5 and 6 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, is 
withdrawn in response to the amendment. 

2. The rejection of claims 5 and 6 under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(a) as being 
anticipated by Margot et al. (2002) is withdrawn in view of Applicants' 
arguments filed on 18 April 2008. 

3. Claims 5 and 6 are apparently free of prior art of the record. The closest 
prior art, Margot et al. (2002), does not teach or fairly suggest the 
mutations -T386A- in HIV reverse transcriptase region that correlates with 
resistance of a HIV strain to HIV reverse transcriptase inhibitor.
